_ Herr Hermann Mueller, the 
former Chancellor, whose ill- 
ness took a sudden turn for the 
worse yesterdny, passed . away 
shortly before ten o'clock this 
evening in the presence pf his 
relatives. : 

He was only 54 years of age, 
being bern at Mannhcim in Mag, 
1876. 4 

His dite bepan in) prorpsrous 
circumstances. THis father owned 
a brewery and started him off on 
a good education, which was cut 
short, however, owing to [faflure 
of the business, treducing the 
family circumstances, 


Early Interest in’ Politics. 


He went into an office when still 
very young and at the enrly age 
ef 17 he began to take. an Interest 
in politics, joining the Socialist 
Party with the result that five 
yeara later he had abandoned his 
business career to edit the 
Garlitzer Volkazeitung. 

His work on the journal attract- 
ed the attention of Dr. Rebel, the 
leader of the Party, who in 1906 


‘had him brought to Berlin where he 


was engaged at the Socinlist 
headquarters till 19128. It was not 
till 1916 that he entered the, Reich’ 
stag ut a bye-election. aH 


After Revolution. 


After the revolution, he wis a 
member of the Executive Council 
and Jater of the Central Cotnci) of 
the German Republe. In January. 
1919 he was elected to the National 
Assembly - and was a delegate to 
the Interdational Socialist Con- 
ference at Berne. When Dr 
Seheidemanm became Chancellor, 
flon Muller took over the chair 
manship of the parte, which later 
he shared with Wels 

Rather than accept the perce 
terms, Scheidemann resigned - in 
June, 1919, wherevpon the Secialist 
Bauer formed a Cabinet in which; 
Muller became Foreign Minister. 
In that “enpacity he signed tha 
Treaty of Versailles far Germany 
with Dr, Ret] on June 28, 1919. 

In-March 1920, came the Kapp 
“Putseh.” The rising was sup- 
pressed, but the Cabiret's prestige 
was shattered. by its failure to take 
precautions agninst an_ obvious 
danger. A now Government was 
therefore formed .by Muller, but 
as the result,of the clections in 
June it mnde way for tha purely 
bourgegia Cabinet of Fehrenbach. 

Herr Miller was the first German 
to be elected in 1926, a vice-presi- 
dent of the International Labour 
Conference at Geneva. 


His Second Government. 


He did not again hold office in 
Germany unti] June, 1928, when 
after the Socinlist success at, tha 
polis he formed his second Govern- 
merit with considerable diMfculty. 
Ho put forward proposals for the 
abolition of a number -of small 
States and for administrative 
dualism between the Raich and the} 
remuining States which would, in 
all important matters, act undar 
the orders" of Berlin. This plan

THE. CHINESE 
MACHIAVELLI. 


The plain-spoken article which 
we publish to-day on the serious 
breach between Chiang Kai-shek 
and Hu Han-min ‘would seem to 
suggest that it has arjsen less from 
a difference on constitutional issues 
than from a differing attitude to 
the exigencies of the political situa- 


-ltion. It is, indeed, difficult to -be- 


lieve that Chiang Kai-shek is in 
reality a convert to the federal 
system of governmént for China, 
particularly in the form which is 
proposed. His whole energies 
hitherto have been directed to a 
consummation of the unity of the 
National Government, which the 
practical division of the Country 
between ‘North and South, which 
would follow the establishment of 
xeparate governmental organs, sub- 
stantially on a par with each other, 
in Nanking and Peking, would com- 
pletely negate. By such (a pro- 
posal he practically bows to what 
he belleves at the present time to 
be the inevitable, He proposes to 
accent the reallties of the situation, 
acknowledge that the unity of the 
nation under one strong central 
government is not to be achieved 
except at n prohibitive cost in life 
and treasure, and accordingly re- 
cognise the authority In the North 
of the Manchurian war-lord. 

» Chang Heuch-liang, on his ‘side, 
is willing to give Ilp-service to Nan- 
king, and to allow some scope for 
the development of Kuomintang 
propaganda within his sphere of 
influence. It is: ' possible. that in 


‘|making this concession he fs under- 


estimating the powor of idens. 
Chiang, on his part, may be putting 
confidence in their penetrative and 
Ppersunsive —— Powwor, and may 
leok eventually to the  peace- 
ful penetration ‘of the North 
and of Manchuria as effettively an 
that which preceded the’ famous 
march of his armies from Canton 
to Nanking. H{ this be the some- 


what Machlavellfin purpose behind |, 


hiewupparent surrender. It may well 
be also that ho himself fs taking too 


little account of the Ideas-on which | 


How ‘losoly Chiang Kat-ahek him-’ 
self is to bo identified, with. tho 
orthodox school of tho Kuomintang 
it mav not be possible to catimate. | 
It is, however, clenr that he owes his 
great succcases not entirely to his 
nbility for military action and for 
diplomatic intrigue, but more to the 
fact that ho made himself the 
spearhend of the Kuomintang move- 
ment, by which its politienl lheery 
was to bo established. It is not 
surprising then if now that he pro- 
poses what in effect is a serious 
departure from the Kuomintang pro- 


gramme he meet with an opposition |" 


which cannot be overcome by what 
must seem'to be subversive argu- 
ments, . 
We do not think that any goo 

purpose can be served by the ignor- 
ing, on the part olther of Chinese 
or of foreign observers, of the 
fundamental nature of the breach 
which has arisen, Though the 
President's change of policy may 
be due to reallstice reasorft, the 
ixsucs raised are none the less of 
fundamental importance. It is not 
surprising that so tried and stal- 
wart a defender of the Kuomintang 
faith as Hu Han-min. should find 
himself in unalterable opposition to 
the changes. In such a case the 
strength of the argument lies with 
the consistent theorist rnther than 
with the practical politician. It is 
signficant of both the strength and 
weakness of the latter that he 
should be reduced to the use of 
force in the illegn! detention of his 
opponent. He has the present pps- 
session of force, but the future 
must be with the man who for the 
sake of principle refuses at the 
moment togive his consent to what 
he believes to be a policy of be- 
truyal. For this reason observers 
should refrain, it seems to us, from 
too casy a laudation of the Pre- 
jeissnts “strong policy.” The on- 
looker tends to, impatience with the 
theory of the Revolution and to ad- 
vocate. ns the first essential the 
muintenance of peace. If however 
nnd the whole history of the re- 
volution tends’to support the view 
—the development of the Revolu- 
tion is only to be explained by its 
insistence on the adherence of its 
supporters to the principles of the 
Founder as given in the San Min 
und other writings, then it is un- 
likely that the Presideat’s move 
will make for peace. The Revolu- 
tion will inevitably go on without 
him. Even on-our reading of his 
own ends In the move we foresce 
that the alliance with Chang Hauch- 
linng. cannot be of ‘long duration, 
and will only last until the soil for 
the sced of revolution has been 
, satisfactorily prepared in the North 
and North-East. It must be said 
that this consideration should 
justify the President’s: policy in 
the eyes of the Kuomintang. Tos- 
sibly it is justified in his private 
thoughts but bythe nature of the 
ease this cannot be stated even in 
the inner councils of the Party, and

Tratle Offences, 


In commenting on the danger- 
ous practice of “cutting in,” in 
these notes Taat week, we urged 
that drivers: reported for recklers 
driving, or for any infringement 
of the Trae Regulations, should 
be brought before the Bench In 
order that publicity be given, 
thereby warning others, We 
since fearn that this is the usual 
procedure in force, and that somo 
fifty or so ensea are heard every 
week, although they do not all 
find their way into print, possibly 
due to the special hours of hear- 
ing. In fairness to the Traffic 
Department, we admit that it is 
impossible for every case of reck- 
leas driving to be known, and 
unless motorgsty who — witness 
glaring examples, take the num- 
bers of the cara concerned, and 
duly make a report, those suilty 
of recklensness will continue to 0 
free until they are involved in an 
aceident. We still adhere to the 
opinion that pollee traps would be 
justifed in cortain districts, 
especinily on the Stubbs Road, and 
we hope that some such acheme 
will be operated occasionally. 


A Bad Road. ' 


Our attention has, been drawn 
to the condition of the road at 
nbout the 13th mile, between 
Shatin and Taipo. Some of the 
bends by the bridges are most 
dangerous, especially during wet 
weather, This ‘appears to be due 
to the acute bends and narrowness 
of the bridges, and the surface 
of the rond itaclf. The route is 
used by a number of lorrics and 
heavy vehicles, and the effect of 
braking these vehicles on the 
tarred aurfaee hag made the road 
particularly slippery when wet. 
Apart from this, pot holes have 
herame extremely bad, and re- 
surfacing Js urgently required.

The World Famous 


The conduct of modern business, 
now that the market-place has 
become the world, demands men 
and women of disciplined and 
determined personality.

eclipsing Segrave'a speed by just 
over $ mph. Hia triumph was 
not long-lived, for a very short 
time after nn American contender 
for the title, the Inte ny Keech, 
succecded in regaining the record 
for his country by less than a 
mile an hour, The car was the 
White-Triplex, an unacijentifically 
designed monster powered with 
three Liberty acro engines arrang- 
ed in unicorn fashion—one in 
front of the driver and two 
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behind. It was not stream-lincd 
fn tho slightest dogreo and did 
not oven have a genrbox; os a 
matter of. fact an extraordinary 
arrangement had to be devised so 
as to enablo the car to be reversed 
under its own power,, This was 
necessary in order to comply with 
the rogulations, Thus Great 
Britain lost the record for the 
time being. 

The tate Sy Henry Segrave 
quickly got backers to interest 
themselves in the design of 
another car to regain Britain's 
Jost supremacy. The result waa 
the Irving-Napler “Golden 
Arrow,” designed by Capt. J. S. 
Irving. The engine selected was 
n 960 hp. Napier Lion of the 
Schneider Trophy seaplane. This 
all-British production. was built In 
wonderfully quick time, and in the 
enrly purt of 1929 it was shipped 
in Daytona to compete against the 
same White-Triplex driven by Ray 
Keech, but on this occasion 
handled by an “unknown,'!

The Facts.

I trust the Government will- take a 
long view and ask for ferries of 
such o size as will provide for suf- 
ficient apace for n number of cars 
as I feel sire that once easy transit 
communication is established be- 
tween the island and tho mainland 
there will be n grent incrense of 
cars, motor lorries and commercial 
vans desiring to use these ferrics.

should not be provided for on the 
Hines .of the Ferriea running be- 
tween New York (City and New 
Jersey and San Francisco and Onk- 
Jand.

After the man was relens- 
ed, a search waa made of the hill- 
side and on the arrival of the 
police two alleged robvers were 
arrested, with the recovery of $620 
and the pistol,
